FOCUS  ON  FACT

BEHIND  THE  HEADLINES... the 
Metro  monster  comes  slithering 
into  Bergen,  ‘  ‘Town  Mergers  To 
Be  Studies”...Cllffslde  Park  -“A 
first  step  toward  a  study  of  the 
feasibility  of  consolidating  mu¬ 
nicipalities  throughout  the  County 
was  approved  at  last  night’s 
meeting  of  the  Borough  Council 
here...”  (The  Record,  May  18, 
1966) 

The  County  Planning  Board  is 
now  holding  a  series  of  “forums” 
with  the  70  municipalities  with  a 
view  towards  putting  them  all 
under  “one  master  plan”  with 
the  County.  This  is  the  same 
type  of  undermocratlc  govern¬ 
ment  that  Mlami-Dade  County, 
Florida  is  now  suffering. 

In  May  1957,  the  people  of 
Miami  and  its  county  innocently 
voted  themselves  into  a  straight- 
jacket  from  which  they  have  been 
trying  to  escape  ever  since.  26 
municipalities  were  consolidated 
into  one  government  with  an  ap¬ 
pointed  county  manager  who  has 
all  power.  Metropolitan  courts 
were  established  and  staffed  with 
Metro’s  own  appointed  judges. 
Violation  of  a  Metro  ordinance 
can  mean  a  jail  sentence.  Only , 
if  the  fine  exceeds  $500  and/or 
imprisonment  is  for  60  days, 
can  a  citizen  be  given  a  trial  by 
jury,  (in  complete  disregard  of 
the  Constitution.) 

The  County  Manager  appoints 
and  removes  all  administrative 
officers  and  employees.  No  e- 
lected  official  may  request  or 
direct  the  Manager  to  appoint  or' 
remove  any  of  them  without  en¬ 
dangering  his  own  position.  The 
Metro  government  there  controls 
business  franchises  and  has  the 
power  to  take  over  and  operate 
gas,  telephone,  other  utilities 
and  public  transportation. 

Similarly,  the  people  of  San 
Antonio,  Texas,  were  sold  a  bill 
of  goods  on  October  2,  1951,  when 
they  approved  the  Model  Charter 


drawn  up  by  the  International  City 
Managers  Association  (Chicago). 
They  are  still  trying  to  escape. 

Among  the  powers  of  the  city 
manager  are;  control  of  all  de¬ 
partments,  legal,  finance,  police, 
fire,  public  works,  public  health, 
parks,  recreation  and  aviation; 
to  adjoint  and  remove  all  officers 
and  employees  without  consult¬ 
ing  any  elected  official.  The 
Metro  government  has  power  to 
“acquire,  own  and  operate  any 
public  utility,  including  without 
limitation,  water,  gas,  light, pow¬ 
er,  telephone,  telegraph  and 
transportation  systems;  “to  li¬ 
cense  and  regulate  persons, 
corporations  or  partnerships.” 

In  seven  years  under  Metro, 
taxes  in  San  Antonio  have  gone 
up  130%.  In  Evanston,  Illinois, 
under  city  manager,  the  munic¬ 
ipal  tax  rate  is  more  than  double 
the  average  rate  for  mayor-run 
to-wns  in  Cook  County, 

To  be  forwarned  is  to  be 
forearmed,  as  the  saying  goes. 
East  Paterson  will  be  faced  with 
the  attempt  to  place  us  under  one 
government  of  appointed  County 
Manager. ..“Metro.”  Unless  we 
learn  what  Metro  is,  we  may  end 
up  with  this  “pig  in  the  poke”, 
too.  Every  organization,  tax¬ 
payers,  veterans,  civic,  frater¬ 
nal,  PTAs  and  others,  should 
watch  this  movement  and  pre¬ 
pare  to  oppose  it.  The  issue  is 
not  “economy,  efficiency”  or 
even  better  government.  It  is 
freedom!

"BwBr  ■!  the  Board  of  Adjustment. 

The  Planning  Board  has  been  sub-dividing  property  into  35 ; 
37  1/2,  and  40  foot  plots .  The  Board  of  Adjustment  then  grants 
variances  to  build  on  these  undersized  plots.  It  will  become  a 
common  thing  to  sub-divide  a  piece  of  property  75  x  100  into 
two  building  plots. 

The  requirements  to  build  a  home  in  East  Paterson  are.  . 

50  X  100  feet  and  a  minimum  of  5,000  square  feet.  A  vari¬ 
ance  is  granted  in  case  of  a  hardship.  If  the  Planning  Board 
persists  in  sub-dividing  property  into  undersized  plots,  then 
they  are  creating  a  hardship. 

I  can  very  well  understand  the  granting  of  a  variance  for 
short  side  lines  or  rear  lines,  but  the  members  of  the  Board 
of  Adjustment  certainly  are  not  looking  after  the  interest  and 
welfare  of  the  Borough,  and  most  important,  the  people  who 
have  homes  where  these  undersized  plots  are,  when  they  grant 
these  variances. 

The  Mayor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Council,  ap¬ 
points  the  members  of  both  boards.  I  feel  they  have  a  right 
as  the  governing  body,  elected  by  the  people,  to  put  a  stop  to 
this  abuse  of  the  zoning  law. 

Some  cities  do  permit  erection  of  buildings  on  25  x  100  foot 
plots,  but.  East  Paterson  DOES  NOT  and  the  people  do  not 
wish  it  to  be  a  city.  We  are  semi-suburbia.  Let's  keep  it 
that  way.

Remember  when  the  Dundee 
Dam  was  built?  If  you  don’t 
remember,  you  may  know  that 
It  was  built  in  1864,  by  the  Dun¬ 
dee  Manufacturers  Association. 

Well,  you  ask,  what  has  that  to 
do  with  East  Paterson?  The  Dam 
is  down  in  Garfield,  not  East 
Paterson.  I  want  to  know  about 
our  town. 

Just  have  patience,  and  let  me 
explain  the  situation. 

In  Passaic  and  WaUlngton, 
around  that  era,  there  were  many 
mills  -  they  manufactured  paper, 
wools,  silks,  and  did  some  dye 
work.  Now,  any  of  these  indus¬ 
tries  need  huge  quantities  of 
water  to  operate.  Construction 
began  on  a  canal  from  the  Pas¬ 
saic  River  that  would  supply  this 
water;  it  was  completed  in  a 
rather  short  time,  but  there  was 
only  one  thing  wrong  -  it  didn’t 
work.  It  seems  that  the  canal 
bed  had  been  constructed  higher 
than  the  water  level  of  the  river, 
and  the  water  just  would  not, 
could  not  go  in.  What  to  do? 

The  DJd.A,  sat  back  on  its 
collective  heels.  Shortly  there¬ 
after,  the  state  legislature  ap¬ 
proved  a  bill  for  the  construction

of  a  dam  on  the  Passaic  River. 

In  1864  this  dam  was  built, 
and  shortly  thereafter,  the  water 
rose  high  enough  to  flow  into  the 
canal.  However,  whether  it  was 
unforeseen  or  not,  the  water  did 
something  else;  as  it  rose  it 
also  spread  out  to  5  or  6  times 
its  original  width.  It  was  al¬ 
most  like  a  lake. 

Visiting  resorters  thought  so, 
too.  and  gave  it  a  name:  Dundee 
Lake.  Eventually  the  land  on 
the  west  bank  was  called  that 
too;  it  was  gradually  expanded. 
Improved,  urbanized,  surburban- 
Ized,  etc.,  and  given  a  name  other 
than  Dundee  Lake.  It  became 
known  as  the  Boro  of  East  Pat¬ 
erson.

He  succeeds  Mrs.  Betty 
Mac  Donald,  who  has  headed  the 
group  since  it  organized  in  Feb¬ 
ruary  1964. 

Anderson  began  volunteer  am¬ 
bulance  corps  work  four  years 
ago  when  the  service  was  being 
conducted  by  Fire  Company  Two. 
He  volunteered  when  the  firemen 
encountered  difficulty  obtaining 
day  members  to  man  the' ambu¬ 
lance. 

When  the  fire  company  dis¬ 
continued  its  ambulance  service, 
Anderson  was  among  those  who 
helped  organize  the  new  corps.

Nothing  else  is  so  discon¬ 
certing  to  a  generous  host  as 
empty  places  at  a  banquet  table. 
At  first  sight  there  seems  to  be 
something  pathetically  futile  a- 
bout  the  gesture  of  the  disap¬ 
pointed  host  in  Sunday’s  Gospel 
story  of  a  great  banquet.  He 
looks  around  his  half-empty  ban¬ 
quet  hall  and  says  to  his  ser¬ 
vants,  somewhat  menacingly,  “I 
tell  you  that  none  of  those  men  , 
who  were  invited  shaU  taste  my 
dinner.”  The  obvious  answer  of 
the  servants  might  be:  "They  did 
not  want  your  dinner,  that  is  why 
they  are  not  here!” 

However,  no  matter  where  they 
went  or  what  they  did  on  banquet 
night  one  thing  they  all  did  want 
was  contentment.  But  real  con¬ 
tentment  cannot  be  found  outside 
of  a  community  atmosphere 
wherein  one  finds  a  sense  of  be¬ 
longing.  The  contented  man  is 
an  involved  man.  People  on  high¬ 
ways  and  under  hedges  are  long¬ 
ing  to  be  taken  into  a  community 
atmosphere  where  they  will  know 
somelx)dy  cares  for  the.  A  good 
place  to  find  such  a  pommunlty 
atmosphere  is  at  a  banquet  table. 
So  the  host’s  menacing  remark 
was  not  so  futile  when  we  remem¬ 
ber  that  some  guests,  too  busy  to 
come,  had  not  yet  even  discovered 
their  own  hunger,  and  other  hith¬ 
erto  neglected  people  were  sud¬ 
denly  knowing  the  joy  of  being 
needed  and  welcomed  into  a  com¬ 
munity  of  love. 

Our  heavenly  Father  was  pre¬ 
pared  a  victory  banquet  for  all 
His  friends.  In  the  Eucharistic 
Meal  of  sacrificial  love  He  has 
given  us  a  testimonal  dinner  to 
honor  the  Hero  Christ,  who  laid 
down  His  life  for  us.  When  we 
gather  around  that  altar  of  sac¬ 
rifice,  we  are  mindful  ofaChrist 
who  not  only  died  for  us  but  also 
rose  in  glory  and  ascended  to' 
heaven  with  power.  He  is  a  Christ 
who  is  coming  again,  always 
bringing  victory  to  His  own 
people.  It  is  this  Christ,  being 
honored  by  us  as  He  honors  the 
Father  for  us,  who  laid  down  His 
life  to  teach  us  the  meaning  of 
love.

In  the  latest  Moody  science 
fUm,  CITY  OF  THE  BEES,  the 
viewer  is  taught  to  understand 
the  language  of  the  bees.  In 
fact,  man  is  on  the  verge  of 
being  able  to  get  a  message 
through  to  the  bees  by  “talk¬ 
ing”  to  them  in  their  own  lang¬ 
uage. 

Agriculturists  are  beginning 
to  appreciate  the  economic  value 
of  the  bee,  not  only  as  honey 
producer  but,  more  important, 
as  pollinator.  If  some  catas¬ 
trophe  destroyed  aU  the  bees  on 
our  planet,  some  100,000  species 
of  plants  would  disappear  and  man 
would  be  hard  put  to  eke  out  a 
living.  In  fact,  crops  have  been 
increased  a  thousand  fold  simply 
by  placing  many  hives  of  bees 
nearby. 

The  queen  is  not  only  cap¬ 
able  of  laying  twice  her  weight 
in  eggs  in  a  single  day,  but  she 
can  control  the  sex  of  her  bab¬ 
ies  as  well.  The  unfertilized 
eggs  become  drones  whose  sole 
purpose  is  to  impregnate  the 
queen.  The  fertiUzed  eggs  de¬ 
velop  into  workers  endowed  from 
birth  with  expert  skills  in  a  suc¬ 
cession  of  such  diverse  jobs  as 
janitor,  nurse,  builder,  police¬ 
man,  air-conditioning  engineer 
and  field  bee,  or  forager. 

It  has  taken  over  ten  years  of 
painstaking  work  with  especially 
designed  photographic  equipment 
for  the  Moody  Institute  of  Science 
staff  to  obtain  the  footage  upon 
which  CITY  OF  THE  BEES  is 
based.

AAA  TIPS: 

Most  blowouts  and  flat  tires 
could  be  prerfented  if  motorists 
would  make  periodic  inspections 
of  their  tires,  the  North  Jersey 
Automobile  Club  advises. 

Emphasizing  that  the  majority 
of-tlre  failures  occur  durfag  the 
last  10  per  cent  of  the  tire’s  life, 
the  AAA  club  said  that  the  aver¬ 
age  motorist  does  not  become 
concerned  about  tires  until  one 
becomes  noticeably  soft  or  goes 
flat. 

"  “An  inspectio^n  each  time  the 
car  is  on  the  grease  rack  or 
when  the  tires  are  rotated  will 
frequently  reveal  small  nails 
before  they  have  a  chance  to 
damage  the  tire,”  the  club  said. 

The  North  Jersey  Automobile 
Club  offered  the  following  tire 
tips  to  motorists: 

1.  Tire  pressures  should  be 
frequently  checked.  A  tire  with 
a  slow  leak  ca’a  be  quickly  de¬ 
tected  if  its  pressure  is  below 
that  of  the  other  tires. 

2.  Watch  for  uneven  or  exces¬ 
sive  wear.  This  may  be  due  to  a 
front  end  out  of  adjustment  or 
to  the  use  of  incorrect  tire  pre.s- 
sures.  The  recommendations  of 
the  car  manufacturer  should  be 
followed  as  to  tire  pressures. 
Check  pres*sure  whe'a  the  tires 
are  cold. 

3.  When  driving  on  long  trips, 
increase  the  tire  pressure  about 
four  pounds  above  that  normal¬ 
ly  recommended.  And  do  'not 
lower  pressure  for  driving  on 
snow  or  ice.  Traction  is  not  im¬ 
proved  and  steering  control  is 
reduced. 


4.  Excessive  wear  at  the  cen¬ 
ter  of  the  tread  indicates  pres¬ 
sures  are  too  high.  Low  pres¬ 
sures  increase  wear  on  the  sides 
of  the  tread. 

5.  Botatlng  the  tires  will  in¬ 
crease  their  life.  Follow  this  ro¬ 
tation  system:  spare  to  left 
frotat;  left  front  to  left  rear; 
left  fear  to  right  front;  right 
front  to  right  rear;,  and  right 
rear  to  spare.

And  j^rhaps  most  important, 
the  Tr^sury  is  trying  to  bring 
home  tp  the  public  that  for  the 
fourth  I'time  in  a  quarter  of  a 
century,  the  interest  rate  on 
savings  bonds  has  been  raised 
— to  4.15  per  cent.
